Nearly I2 TOU s i g n s Instructing or 
cautioning v is ito r s about tire, Haul 
tation, c a m p i n g , cutting timbei or 
destroying s h r u b s and wild flowers

August dog days and their log- 


gy influence on 
fish 
make 
it 


tough for the angler to find any 
sport. 
Bass, trout, and all game 


fish have their off season, 
and 


few are the fishermen who con- 
sistently fill their creels. 


There is one 
place 
in 
hot 


weather where you can find fish, 
however. 
This is around spring 
holes. 


To locate spring holes and their 


cool waters, look for rich green 
growth along a river or stream 
bank that has been burned 
hy 


drouth and summer heat. While 
all other vegetation 
along 
the 


stream may have been dried up, 
grass growing above a spring that 
enters the river will be green. 


Sometimes there 
are 
spring 


holes that can be heard, but not 
seen. This occurs 
under 
over- 


hanging banks. 
If the water 
seems deep un'der such a 
bank, 


stand absolutely still 
and 
you 


•will be able to hear the spring 
water trickle into the river. 


In lakes it is more difficult to 
detect springs. 
One way is to

Auditor General to Talk 


at Marquette This 


Evening 


Auditor General John K. Stack, 


Escanaba's candidate for the'Demo- 
cratic 
gubernatorial 
nomination, 


opened his upper peninsula cam- 
paign tour at the Democratic rally 
in Curtis Sunday afternoon with a 
plea for "common-sense and econo- 
my in government." 
During this 


week, he will make a swing around 
the peninsula, winding up his tour 
of the western end with an; address 
to home folks at the Democratic 
picnic at Pioneer Trail 
park 
on 
Sunday. 


A crowd, estimated at one thou- 


sand, attended the 
Curtis 
rally. 


Auditor General Stack, in his ad- 
dress, said that one-third of the 
farms in Michigan had been saved 
for their owners by hjs action in 
rushing to public delinquent tax 
descriptions and by the legislation 
providing for a 10-year moratorium. 


He bitterly assailed 
the liquor 


control commission for its refusal 
to submit its books to an audit by 
his office. 
He also advocated the 


revamping of the state's liquor sys- 
tem so that the liquor would be 
sold 
through 
privately 
owned 


stores, which, he said, would re- 
sult in a saving of excessive sal- 
aries. 
He also told of the policy 


of economy that he pursued in the 
conduct of the auditor general's of- 
fice.
